• if paleontological materials are uneovered during constFuetien, the operator is to immediately
stop work and contact the Authorized Officer (AO). A determination will be made by the AO as
to what mitigation may be necessary for the discovered paleontologic material before
construction can continue.

SITE SPECIFIC CONDITIONS OF APPROVAL:

STIPULATIONS:
1. There are six documented Golden eagle nests within ½ mile southwest of the proposed project

area. The nests have been inactive within at least the past two consecutive years. With this
occurrence there will be a timingrestrictionfor construction and drilling to minimize disturbance
during Golden eagle nesting from February 1 - July 15.

Comments:
1. GIS data shows the project area is within Mountain plover nesting habitat. Because the

proposed location is going to be directional drilled from an existing location and no new
disturbance will be required Mountain plover timingrestrictions were not applied.

2. During the onsite it was evident that scattered complexes of White-tailed prairie dog
colonies (Burrowing owl nesting habitat) were in the area. Because the proposed
location is going to be directional drilled from an existing location and no new
disturbance will be required Burrowing owl timing restrictions were not applied.

Follow-up Actions and/or Recommendations:
Please be aware that this Special Status Species wildlife clearance is effective for 1 year
from the date of the onsite date.
